GENERAL  REPORT 

It  is  with  sincere  gratitude  that  I  can  report  to  you 
that  the  Pierce  School  is  now  functioning  in  the  best  man- 
ner that  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  observe  its  operation 
during  the  three  years  I  have  been  your  Superintendent. 
The  children  are  reasonably  well  behaved,  apply  them- 
selves to  their  studies,  and  seem  to  enjoy  both  their  reg- 
ular work  and  special  activities  of  the  School.  There 
probably  are  many  reasons  for  this  steady  improvement 
because  we  all  know  that  things  of  this  sort  can  only  be 
brought  about  by  mutual  cooperation.  However,  there  is 
little  doubt  in  my  mind  that  much  of  this  change  has  been 
brought  about  by  your  capable,  experienced  teaching  staff. 
Bennington  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  such  teachers  in 
these  hectic  war  days,  when  all  around  us  schools  are  clos- 
ing down  or  getting  along  with  poorly  trained,  substitute, 
or  in  various  ways,  inadequate  teachers. 

Much  consternation  was  caused  this  fall  over  the  un- 
willingness of  the  O.D.T.  to  allow  the  transportation  of 
Bennington  High  School  pupils  to  Hillsboro  and  Peterboro. 
Determined  efforts  were  apparently  made  by  someone  to 
have  Mr.  Whitney  cease  carrying  the  pupils  back  from 
Hillsboro  and  to  force  Mrs.  Bowes  to  make  only  one  trip. 
The  whole  question  was  picayune  and  should  never  have 
been  brought  up.  High  School  pupils  must  and  will  be 
allowed  an  opportunity  to  obtain  the  education  to  which 
they  have  a  right.  The  determined  effort  of  many  of  us 
eventually  cleared  the  matter  up  and  we  do  not  anticipate 
any  similar  difficulty  in  the  future. 

All  the  elementary  transporting  is  being  done  this 
year  by  Mr.  John  H.  Lindsay  to  the  satisfaction  of  every- 
one concerned.  He  makes  three  trips  to  Antrim 
Depot,  up  the  Francestown  road  and  to  Mountain  road,  ar- 
riving at  the  school  house  with  the  first  load  at  8.20  and 
the  last  group  before  8.55. 
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A  new  Encyclopedia  was  purchased  for  the  school  last 
year.  New  arithmetic  books  for  all  grades  were  bought 
this  summer  for  use  during  the  current  year.  The  new 
reading  series  was  extended  up  into  the  third  grade.  An 
attempt  has  been  made  to  provide  the  pupils  with  all  the 
things  they  need  to  have  a  full  and  complete  elementary 
education.  From  the  record  our  pupils  are  making  at 
Hillsboro  and  Peterboro  they  certainly  must  have  obtained 
a  sound  basic  education  in  the  Pierce  School. 

For  further  current  information  about  the  school  I 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Principal  which  follows. 

Again  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  in  a  pleasant 
atmosphere  of  willing  cooperation  with  School  Board  and 
Teachers.
